Brother David was up there in 1718 
with Hanna Danforth and a farm and 
family well started. Of his sons, Da- 
vid went over into Billerica, leaving a 
son Josia behind with Ruth Bodwell ; 
but something bound them all and 
drew them North up the river ways to 
the high hills, Solomon went over in- 
to “ wild’? Dracut, where they carried 
guns and slept with one eye open long 
after our people walked secure. 
The Bodwells of Methuen, the Col- 
bys and Coburns of old Dracut and 
Lowell, and a great crowd of other nice 
people who got away from Dracut, all 
belong to us along the line of the new 
car tracks. 

‘Jonathan Abbott staid by the old 
farm, dying a captain in 1718, aged 78. 
With a neighbor, Mary Chandler, he 
stands at the head of a greatly re- 
spected family in our West Parish. 
Grandsons named Chandler entered the 
pulpit up North. I hunted up Na- 
than’s Revolutionary record, but found 
to my joy that it was my own great 
grandsire who was old enough to go to 
Crown Point and not our Dr. C. E. Ab- 
bott’s ancestor, who was only ten in 
1778. I had all these good people 
written out, and have lost my notes 
somewhere. But who needs to tell of 
the family of Phebe who married Dea- 
con Solomon Holt, of Nathan Chandler 
Abbott who married Hanna Grant, 
whose family left its influence in many 
home circles. Hannah M. Abbott and 
her brothers still cling to the home 
acres. Charles Grant, Margaret, the 
wife of Aaron Luscomb, and Mrs. Dan- 
iel Trow were relatives of this mother 
of Abbotts and a good Scotch stock it 
was, dating back to Londonderry days 
with the Aikens and Cochranes, |Stim- 
sons, Stewarts, and a long list of allied 
families I shall yet trace back to the 
pages of the Scottish Society’s Memo- 
rial records kindly sent me to copy. 
Besides our doctor, his cousin, Miss 
Ida Blanchard, represents this family 
with the grandchildren of Phebe Ab- 
bott and Joseph Shattuck and those de- 
scended from Benjamin and Rebecca 
Boynton. 

*Ben lived down at the bridge across 
the Shawshin near Holt’s woods (In- 
dian Ridge) and did as his grandfather 
wished, helping the others build up 
their homes. He married his cousin 
Elizabeth from George's home, and 
she died in a year, leaving the small 
and lucky infant Sara, a month old, the 
center of a loving circle of relatives. 
Maybe the maiden Priscilla helped out 
poor Ben, for he waits four years be- 
fore marrying again, when in 1722 he 
selected Mary Carlton, one of our 
Bradford girls, to welcome the minis- 
tration of cousin Priscilla, the famous 
nurse in Uncle John’s line, who out- 
lived them all, dying at 100. Four years 
Mary staid at the old homestead and 
left Ben of three and Daniel of days 
only, for cousin Priscilla. Ben, I have 
heard in some fashion I don’t recall, 
was a star gazer and aspired to almanac 
making as did my own grandfather 
down the line. Maybe the stars filled 
up the three long years before his boys 
needed a mother with Sara now eleven. 
Then came Abigail, daughter of Dea. 
Nehemia Boynton, of the Rowley fam- 
ily, and granddaughter of the emigrant 
lass, Sara Farnum, and of old John 
Lovejoy of Newbury. The family after 
this just flew along. Just two years 
after No. 12 was added to Beu’s flock, 
‘Sara, whose mother’s dowry was large, 
gets another generous legacy from 
Grandsir George and whenjshe marries 
James Holt, third son of Nicholas and 
*Timothy Abbott’s Dorcas, Benjamin 
felt that they were worthy to hold the 
old estate for us and Sara Holt inherited 
the Abbott farm. Time went on and 
James, Senior, with James, Junior, 
who had married a neighbor, Hanna 
Foster, were men of old age. Sara had 
been long dead leaving her husband to 
the care of widow Phebe, the;widow of 
his dead brother, Dr. Abiel Abbott. 
He saw his son pass on after the Revo. 
lution and finally sent up for daughter 
Sara's boy in Wilton. James was the 
son of ‘Sara in Ben's line and Bara- 
chias in John's — a Holt to the back- 
bone. Andover gained from his return 
with Mary Foster as a bride as we all 
know. Son Timothy is yet left for the 
home acres, but we hope they will long 
stay with the descendants of George 
Abbott and Nicholas Holt who now 
play in the Holts’ woods behind James 
and Lucy (Holt) Abbott's new house. 
‘Abigail married Isaac Chandler, her 
daughter, Mary, being the mother of 
David Hidden, the cousin of Timothy 
Abbott. The story of the transfer of 
old lands is always an interesting oue

and the men who have outlived their. 


kin and stand alone looking towards the 
sunset where things are to abide, can 
add to their own joy in the old homes, 
the respect and regard of neighbors 
who know the power that stands behind 


them and that did so much for old An- 


dover before they came on. 

With the passing of James Holt, Sr.. 
in 1812, aged 89, we turn to the emi- 
grant sons of Mary Carlton, the second 
wife. ‘Ben persuaded Elizabeth, his 
cousin, daughter of "George and Mary 
Phillips, to go up and possess the land 
that old Capt. Peter Powers of Dun- 
stable, the first Hollis man, had begun 
to lot out. Hollis natives in the town 
history all secured Abbott wives. Nut- 
ting, Wright, Burge, of whom we have 
a descendant in Mrs. Varnum Lincoln, 
were all there with many others from 
old Essex. Ben’s grandsons were sea- 
men in the Indian trade, dying on the 
wave, at old Savanna, in English war 
prisons. One brave granddaughter, 
when the boys deserted the old farm, 
started for Lowell, when factory 
girls from up North conducted maga- 
zines like ‘* Lowell offering and ran a 
Savings Bank, stillin a prosperous con- 
dition, tor themselves. Spinster Sally 
left a fine home and land to her aged 
mother, 

One grandson, ‘William Abbott, 
helped to finish the Blackstone Canal, 
received his money and at Millbury 
vanished forever, perhaps buried by an 
assassin in the waters he had helped 
chain to work. His little family were 
trained up by Rachel Cochrane, whose 
name appears in our Salem Records in 
a petition as a soldier’s daughter for a 
Revolutionary pension. She saved us 
George L. Abbott, whose business ca- 
reer and good thorough work beautify 
our town and furnish an example: to 
the rising generation of fatherless boys 
of pluck and industry that will help 
carry his influence on through other 
self-made men. He had cousins in the 
United States Navy who took high rank, 
which means as much as the college 
rank of Ben and Abigail Abbott’s elev- 
en sons and eighteen grandsons whoall 
took to professions. 

‘Daniel of Dracut found his wife 
over there in Lucy Parker, the min- 
ister’s daughter. If his children had 
staid there with the Colburns and Carl- 
tons, maybe Dracut would be less in 
need now of a “ Village Improvement 
Club.“ Daniel's half sister, Mary, 
came over to Methuen with Nehemia 
Barker. Elizabeth takes a Hollis Cum- 
mings, Anna a Burge, and away they 
all career to the White Mountains. 
Jacob Abbott Cummings came back to 
Boston to teach school and make us 3 
geography that rivalled old Wood. 
bridge's and was the father perhaps of 
the Morses’s Geography and Atlas of my 
childhood.

He died, 
not long outliving his poor brother 
Jacob who at 23 died “ in the army, 
near Albany, of fatigue, cold and hun- 
ger.”

THE WELSH LANGUAGE. 


Its Literature, 


One Breton investigator has affirmed 
that Welsh was the language of the 
Titane, while another has explicitly 
stated that it was the mother tongue of 
„Saturn, Jupiter and the other princi- 
pal gods of heathen antiquity. Upon 
50 obscure a puint we may, perhaps, be 
allowed to retain our doubts, nor are 
we called upon to bow with absolute 
deference to the conclusion arrived at 
by a more modern Cymric scholar that 
the of Dante’s Divina Oom- 


one, however, would dream of contest- 
ing that to the Cymrio branch of the 
Celtic race we owe the origin of the 
Arthurian legend. 

We do not know whether it will be 
one of the duties of the Welsh university 
to endeavor to revive the real, unadul- 
terated Celtic literary traditions and to 
purge and purify them from the accre- 
tions due to foreign influence. We 
should be disposed to say that Celtic 
scholarship will be more beneficial and 
more successfully employed in collect- 
ing the indications of the influence ex- 
ercised by the Celtio spirit over the 
English language, English romance and 
English ways of thought during the 
very period when it was supposed to 
have been repressed, if not wholly de- 
etroyed. Criticism, too, will have abun- 
dant work on its hands in seeking to 
separate the authentic from the spuri- 
ous in the alleged writings oi the earlier 
Welsh bards. 

In the first year of the century there 
was published the Myvyrian Archesol- 

of Wales, a collection of the most 
ted works in Welsh literature 
from A. D. 500 to A. D. 1400, under 
the editorship of Mr. Jones, My. Bd- 
ward Williams, known locally as Ed- 
ward of Glamorgan, and Dr, Owen 
Pugh. But though 77 poems are there 
ascribed to Taliesin, Mr. Stephens con- 
sidera that 57 of them are demonstrably 
spurious and that only 12 of them are 
probably genuizie—that is to say, be- 
long to the age to which they are attrib- 
uted. Few scholars, however, would be 
prepared to challenge the assertion of 
Renan that the sixth century was the 
golden age of Oymric literature, though 
its first epoch is usually taken to start 
from still remoter times and to extend 
to the date of the Norman conquest, 
but it is not till the chronicle of Oara- 
doo, a somewhat dry record, recalling 
in its generul Kheme the more famous 
Anglo-Saxon chronicle, To the same pe- 
riod belongs the chonicle of Geoffrey of 
Monmouth. But, as though a Welshman 
by birth, the Bishop of St. Asaph elect- 
ed to write in Latin, we presume that 
his labors, however interesting and im- 
portant, would not be claimed by true 
Welshmen as a portion of Celtio litera- 
ture. London Standard.

Sir, the very best man of all others 
who has the depest interest in a sound 
currency, who suffers most by mischiev- 
ous legislation in money matters, is the 
man who earns his daily bread by his 
daily toil. A depreciated currency, sud- 
den change in prices, paper money fal? -

Civilized peoples the world over tacit- 
ly agree upon the value of a grain of gold. 
Gold has come to be thus esteemed be- 
Cause of its generally close approxima- 
tion to fixedness in value, And for this 
reason it has come to be recognized and 
adopted as the universal standard of 
measure of the values of other exchange- 
able commodities among men. 

It is not absolutely changeless in value 
because the relation of its supply to the 


demand for it varies som@what from 
time to time, but is affected by these 


influences less than any other available 
thing and is therefore the best attainable 
standard. We have a standard of weights 


an ideal, one which ig perfect—and a 


practical one ascertained and deter- 
mined by scales of iron and steel which 
vary in varying temperatures—but not 
enough to make them objectionable al- 
though they are not ideally and abso- 
lutely perfect. Now a substance which 
would expand and contract through a 


wide range on account of temperature 


differences would manifestly be unfit to 
make scale bars of, and so, any material 


value would be, and is unfit to be made 
into money with which to measure gur 
standard commercial transactions. 

Any substance is 


Good Enough to Make Money Of, 


mal value guaranteed by a govern- 
ment which is able and willing to make 
good its face, just as any man’s note is 
good enough to buy, if sufficiently en- 
dorsed. 


Now up to about 25 years ago, for more 


than three score years, neither the price 
of silver nor the price of gold varied to 
any material extent, and like two parallel 
straight lines they kept a fixed and 
steady relation the one to the other, and 
the nations of the world recognizing this 
fixedness, were enabled to use both gold 
and silver as money at a legally an- 
nounced ratio, The coinage legisla- 
tion of the world during this period did 
not make this relation, but it was en- 
acted in recognition of it and as soon as 
the tremendously increased production 
of silver which began in the early 70s, 
commenced to lower its price, the great 
commercial nations one after another 
had as a matter of wisdom ard safety to 
recognize the change and abandon the 
folly of d. that a lie should be 
accepted as the truth by the bankers and 
business men of the world. 
After a while 
The Miners of Silver 

induced the United States government to 
purchase their silver at the market price 
% many ounces a month, and to use a 
certain fixed quantity of it to stamp its 
promise to pay a dollar upon. Ofcourse 
these promises to pay were good so long 
as they were within the limit of the gov- 
ernment’s ability of redemption, but 
neither more nor less so than if they had 
been printed upon an inexpensive piece 
of paper. In fact, it would have been 
better for the people if the government 
had stamped them upon paper, as in this 
event the loss of $100,000,000 which it has 
sustained upon the depreciation of the 


honest president, been kept within the 
redemption ability of the national treas- 
ury and are everywhere good for their 
face within our borders. 

The time has come, however, when the 
silver mine owners have raised a popular 
clamor for a new policy. They want to 
have government make all their sil- 
ver and all the silver that is brought to 
ite mints into 

so-Called Dollars 

of 871 grains each for their private ac- 
count, and to compel the American peo- 
ple to accept them as legal money with- 
out the promise of redemption of the gov- 
ernment. The quantity of silver in these 
dollars at today's prices would be about 
61 cents and as the government would 
not be responsible for them this would 
be their real value. 

A note is worth what it is worth by 
virtue of the name which is signed to it. 
and if it be unsigned it is simply worth 
the paper upon which it is written, 
neither more nor less. And so the United 
States certificate of, fineness and quan- 
tity upon a disc of silver would simply 
indicate one of the elements which would 
enable its owner to caleulate its value 
at any day’s price of silver bullion, but 
as it could not be construed into a 
promise to redeem at a fixed value—the 
disc would be worth its bullion price 
and that only like the paper of an un- 
signed note. 

The effect of this would be that our 
dealers would no lo dare to sell their 
goods at gold prices n silver could be 
legally tendered to them in payment 
therefor and their prices would have to 
be readjusted or raised to correspond 
to the depreciated price of sffver, Gold 
itself would come under the same rule as 
no sane man would let it out for an obli- 
gation to be repaid in silver at 

Half Its Value, 
and it would therefore disappear from 
circulation, as it has done before in the 
history of the financial world. 

This would place our domestic business 
upon a silver basis and the merchant 
who sold his goods at a fair margin of 
profit would have to take the risk of hav- 


ing this margin swallowed up by fluctu- * 


ations in the price of this unstable metal 
before he could collect his bill, and so 
with the manufacturer. Thus would be 
added an element of uncertainty to busi- 
ness which would be sure to paralyze 
industry and throw thousands and tens 
of thousands of workmen out of employ- 
ment, while the capital thus driven away 
from industrial channels would seek in- 
vestment in low priced but safe securi- 
ties in the gold using countries of the 
world, 

This is a colossal plot of the wickedest 
trust that was ever organized to rob a 
free people. The five hundred million 
silver combine of the west is using its 
funds to confuse the people and to lure 
them on to their own ruin under the in- 
fluence of corrupt and corrupted politi- 
cal leaders.

‘English Capitalists Deeply Interested 


in Their Control. 


BEWARE OF FALSE TEACHERS. 


Honor Demands Honest Pay- 
ment of All Obligations. 


When a man tries to get you under the 
influence of drink, preparatory to doing 
business with you, it is generally best to 
keep a sharp eye upon him; and so when 
a politician attempts to awaken your 
Prejudices and anger instead of honestly 
endeavoring to influence your reason, 
you will always do well to inquire care- 
fully into his motives.

them, and as honest men it is our duty to 
do just this thing; but they have no way 
of compelling us, and they knew it when 
they made the loans, but deemed our 
honor a sufficient surety. Disappointed in 
this, they would, without doubt, swallow 
their losses like the experienced and phil- 
osophical merchants they are,but forever 
thereafter, we should be deprived of their 
confidence and the use of their low- 
priced capital with which to continue 
the development of our great natural re- 
sources. Public works would stop, large 
private and corporate undertakings 
would be paralyzed, and the thousands 
of men who are employed thereon would 
be unable to consume a full share of the 
products of their fellow workers’ toil, 
and widespread ruin would reign and 
curse us for our sin. 

“But,” say these tempters, “our money, 
whatever it may be, is good enough for 
our creditors, or anybody else.” Yes, 

We Can Cheat Them Once, 


but once only. For our present indebted- 
ness we may barter our honor. The sum 
is large, but our integrity and good name 
are infinitely more precious; for never 
yet did mortal man barter honor for gold 
without making a sad and serious loss 
commercially, to say nothing of the mor- 
ality of the thing. There is little fear but 
that the sturdy yeomanry of our mighty 
confederacy of sovereign states will 
treat this and all other allurements to 
meanness and dishonor with emphatic 
disdain and sovereign contempt. 


Free Silver. 

Free coinage would enable your neigh- 
bor to take 50 cents in silver and have It 
coined into an alleged dollar and then 
to make you take it for a real dollar. 

How much capital have you to pur- 
thase silver with, so as to cheat your 
neighbor out of his honest due even if 
vou are so inclined? 

If you have neither the capital to do 
this nor the desire, and if the free coin- 
age policy should be adopted, you would 
nevertheless have to take your plac 
among the victims of the men who would 
have both the capital and the disposi- 
tion to cheat you out of just one-half 
your present ability to earn a livelihood. 

You are well off now. The only chance 
you take in making a radical change 
in our financial policy is the chance of 
being worse off. And what sane man 
cares to take that risk for nothing but 
to please a lot of fellows who simply 
wish to benefit personally by his folly? 


TYNAN CAPIURED, 


Police Had Been Locking For Him For 
the Past Fourteen Vears, 


Boulogne, Sept. 14.—Tynan, the no- 
torious “Number One,” has been ar- 
rested here on a Scotland Yard warrant. 
which was issued in 1882. Tynan arrived 
in Europe by landing in Genoa in August. 
He proceeded from there to Paris, where 
he remained for some days consorting 
with a number of the members of the 
dynamite faction of the Irish party. 

He has been traveling under the name 
of George Gordon and other aliases when 
he arrived in Boulogne on Friday even- 
ing and put up at the Hotel Folkestone, 
where he did not hesitate to expound 
his Fenian views in the hotel. His 
movements had been watched from the 
time he had arrived in French terri- 
tory. The local commissary of police, 
together with an English detective, 
burst into his room at 4 o’clock in the 
morning. The detective held a loaded re- 
volver to his head and threatened tc 
shoot him if he resisted. Tynan ad- 
mitted his identity. 

The warrant on which the arrest is 
made charges that the prisoner was 
concerned in the murders of Lord Fred- 
erick Cavendish, chief secretary, and 
Mr. Burke, under secretary, in Phoenix 
park, adjoining the Vice Regal lodge iu 
Dublin, on May 6, 1882, and with the 
manufacture of dynamite bombs for use 
in England. Detective Inspector Walsh 
has arrived here from Scotland Yard ta 
conduct the case. He said that there 
would be some connection between 
Tynan's arrest and the arrest of a man 
named Bell at Glasgow and of J. Walker 
at Rotterdam. 


Weather-Crop Balletin. 

Boston,Sept. 15.—Unusually heavy rain 
has fallen during the past week in the 
suutheastern part of New England, and 
local showers in other places. At Block 
island, R. I., the fall on the 9th 
was 1.50, and on the 10th, 3.38 inches. 
inches. At Mansfield,Mass.,where condi- 
tions of drought have prevailed, the fall 
during the week was 4.23 inches. In 
Oxford county, Me., there was an ex- 
tremely heavy shower on the 12th, roads 
were badly washed and damage was 
done by lightning. The ground is now 
well filled with water over most of New 
England, and grass fields and pastures 
are in excellent condition. Apples, pears 
and quinces have been badly shaken 
from the trees by high winds all along 
the southeastern coast, and corn is 
badly broken down, but is not other- 
wise damaged. Late reports indicate 
some damage to corn in Maine and Ver- 
mont by the frosts of the 5th. 


Crazy Man’s Double Crime. 

Hyde Park, Mass., Sept. 14.—The 
tragedy in the Italian quarter in Bos- 
ton, on Saturday, when Bernado Am- 
brosoli, a hotel proprietor, was shot 
down in cold blood by his insane clerk 
and confidential employe, Charles Ba- 
cigalupo, had its sequel yesterday, in 
the discovery of the dead body of the 
murderer on the banks of the Neponset 
river, about a mile below here. The 
same hand and the same weapon which 
caused the death of the Italian hotel 
keeper, put an end to the life of Ba- 
cigalupo. 


Suspected of Murder. 

Worcester, Mass., Sept. 16.—John Early 
and John Hogan were afraigned here 
yesterday, charged with murder, their 
alleged victim being Ann Hogan, wit 
of one of the respondents, and the sister 
of the other. She died at the city hos- 
pital last Saturday night, as the result 
of injuries received a week ago Sunday. 
The husband was held without bail for 
one week, pending a further investiga- 
tion, while the brother was given a pre- 
Uminary hearing, and was held without 
bail for his appearance before the Octo- 
ber term of the superior court. 


Marder In Springfield. 

Springfield, Mass., Sept.14.—Francisca 
Virgalo, an Italian, who was shot Sat- 
urday evening, died last evening. He 
stated. before he died, that Jimmie Ca- 
valario had threatened to kill him, and 
had, one night last week, laid in wait 
for him all night. Virgalo stated that 
the cause of the shooting was jealousy, 
both men being the lovers of a married 
woman, who of late has shown special 
favors to the victim of the shooting. 
Cavalario has a family in Italy. He will 
be arraigned on the charge of murder. 


Maine to the Front. 

Augusta, Me., Sept. 17.—Within the 
past five years the paper and pulp in- 
dustry in Maine has increased 100 per 
cent, and is still growing. Maine now 
ranks third in the production of these 
materials. The lumber merchant today 
cannot purchase logs without paying an 
exorbitant sum, owing to the heavy de- 
mand for paper and pulp. Mills for the 
latter industry are being erected all 
over the state, several new ones having 
been built this season, and many are now 
in process of construction. 


A Nurse’s Terrible Mistake 

Malden, Mass., Sept. 14.—Through a 
mistake in the administering of medi- 
cine to the 3-year-old daughter of Mrs. 
Horace J. Stone yesterday, the little one 
was deprived of her eyesight, and will 
be blind for life. An eyewash had been 
prepared for the child, and a bottle of 95 
per cent carbolic acid was used by mis- 
take. The nurse, unknowingly, bathed 
the little one’s eyes with the acid. Phy- 
sicians could do nothing for the sufferer. 


% A Drop In Wages. 

Springfield, Mass., Sept. 14.—The Chi- 
copee Manufacturing company is to re- 
duce wages on an average of 5 per cent 
in the cotton factory at Chicopee, com- 
twnencing Sept. 21. Notices to this effect 
were posted in the mills Saturday night 
after the employes had left the works. 
The company employs about 1200 hands, 


New Hampshire's Fire Report. 

Concord, N. H., Sept. 15.—Insurance 
Commisioner John C. Linehan's report 
of fires in New Hampshire for the six 
months ending July 1, 1896, shows that 
the entire loss was $499,931, with insur- 
ance of $968,490. In 128 towns, no fires 
are reported as having occurred during 
the six months, 


Young Flynn Is Dead. 

Beverly, Mass., Sept. 16.—William 8. 
Flynn, the 19-year-old Salem boy, who 
made a sensational attempt to kill his 
sweetheart,Miss Alice Wilkins, and him- 
self here last Friday, died last night 
from his wounds. Flynn shot himself 
fn the head, after failing to kill Miss 
Wilkins. 


Carriage Company Goes Under.

N HUB MARKETS. 


No Change of Note In the But- 
ter Situation, 


Cheeee Firm and Prices Higher — Ege 
Steady, With Fair Trade—Large Sup- 
plies of Potatoes—Current Quotations 


Boston, Sept. 16.—Not much that is 
new can be said in regard to the butter 
situation. The indifference of buyers 
has continued all through the week,not- 
withstanding the fact that they could 
secure supplies on slightly better terms 
than formerly. The demand that usu- 
ally sets in at this time, and which gen- 
erally requires a considerable amount 
of butter to supply, has not yet been 
felt, and the expectations, therefore, en- 
tertained by dealers, that there would be 
& distinct improvement early in this 
month are not yet realized. 

The receipts have continued liberal 
and about as large as in the previous 
week, amounting to 20,322 tubs and 15,- 
472 box: J for the week, or 1,014,830 
pounds. Last week the receipts were 
1,024,832 pounds and for the correspond- 
ing week of last year they were 836,022 
pounds. The offerings have, therefore, 
been ample to meet the current demand. 

The prospect is for further large re- 
ceipts during the present week, as on 
Monday last some 149,799 pounds came 
to hand and yesterday the receipts were 
278,130 pounds. 

Western advices are generally easy 
in tone. The Elgin market was last re- 
ported at 15 cents, a decline of 1 cent 
during the week, as sales at 16 cents 
were reported one week before. 

At St. Albans: the market is lower. 
The dispatch yesterday quoted the gen- 
eral price at 14 cents, selections at 15 
cents and creamery at 17 cents. 

At Chicago 15 cents is quoted, the 
same as a week ago, with the tone dull 
and weak. 

The New York market has declined to 
16 cents for extra creamery, and some 
sales were made at that price, but not 
many. 

Very little export demand is reported 
here or at New York. Foreign advices 
are not encouraging. 

There has been a very firm market 
for cheese, and prices are higher. Ad- 
vices from all parts of the country are 
of a strong tone, and the Liverpool 
market has advanced, being quoted yes- 
terday at 42 shillings for white and 44 
shillings for colored. 

The receipts have been small, and for 
the week were 3852 boxes, of which 1205 
boxes were for export. Last week the 
receipts were 4447 boxes, and for the 
corresponding week of last year they 
were 4690 boxes. The shipments for the 
week were 85.410 pounds, against 220,213 
pounds in the previous week. 

The demand here has been better, 
but the higher prices checked sales Sev- 
eral holders were quoting 9% cents yes- 
terday for strictly fine northern, and 
were not urging sales at under that 
price. Others were prepared to sell at 
9% cents. 

The demand for eggs has not been 
very active, but a fair trade has been 
in progress, and the market has been 
steady, with all good, fresh stock held 
firmly. by receivers. Choice near-by 
stock has been selling at 23 to 25 cents, 
and fresh eastern at 18 cents. Receipts 
of western eggs have been light, and 
fresh have quite generally brought 16 
cents, with 15% to 16 cents quoted. Fancy 
fresh Michigan have been selling up to 
17 cents, and 16% cents is the lowest 
price quoted. 

There has been more doing in beans, 
with prices firm and unchanged, mar- 
row pea and medium selling at $1.05 to 
$1.10 a bushel. Small northern pea are 
quiet at $1.30 to $1.35. Yellow eyes in 
moderate demand and steady at $1.15 to 
$1.25, and red kidneys at $1.05 to $1.15 a 
bushel. 

Supplies of potatoes have been larger 
and prices have ruled easier, the prin- 
cipal sales have been at 35 to 40 cents, 
some choice Aroostook county hebrons 
bringing 45 cents a bushel. Sweet po- 
tatoes have been quiet at $1.37 to $1.50 
for Norfolk and $1.87 to $2 a barrel for 
Jerseys. 

Apples have been quiet, and are about 
steady, the principal business being at 
around $1 a barrel for good stock, and 
they range from 75 cents to $1.25, as to 
quality. 

Cranberries have been in a little better 
demand, at $4 to $5.50 a barrel, as to 
quality. 

Grapes have been of poor quality and 
sold mostly at 6 to 9 cents for small and 
13 to 18 cents for large baskets, 

The poultry market has shown very 
little activity and most sales of western 
iced stock are at 9 to 10 cents.

Flour—The flour market is reported 
firm, though wheat fluctuated somewhat. 
and closed lower on some of the near 
futures. Spring patents range from $3 65 
to $4, with winter patents at $3 75@4, in- 
cluding jobbers’ prides.

@26c. The spot market is fairly sustained 
at: Track, new, 23@25c; old No. 2 clipped,

Muttons and Lambs — Muttons and 
lambs are positively easier. Veals are 
easier: Lambs, 7@8%c for choice; fair 
to good, 5@6c; muttons, 4@6%c; veals, 
7@9%c; fancy, 10c. 

Corn—Corn is steady, with No. 2 yel- 
low, to arrive, quoted at 304%@3lc. Track 
corn is quoted at: Steamer yellow, 3lc: 
steamer, 30c. 

‘Meal—The meal markets are little 
ehanged at 60@62c for bag cornmeal and 
Ii 35@1 40 for barrel meal. 

Beef—The beef market was generally 
reported dull, though without changes 
in prices. 

Pork—Pork and lard are unchanged, 
with quotations the same as yesterday. 

Hay—No changes are noted in hay and 
straw. Bran is quiet. 


LIVE STOCK MARKETS. 

Northern and eastern beef cattle—- 
There was a fair supply, but the quality 
was not as good as that brought in last 
week. Both the selling and buying in- 
terests claimed values off from 4%@% 
from the current prices of last week. 

Milch cows and springers—The supply 
was the largest for several weeks past. 
The values were Off from $5@10 a head. 

Veal calves—The arrivals were lighter 
than last week. The demand was fairly 
active, and drovers found no difficulty 
in disposing of all stock at prices a 
shade higher than last week.

Values were quoted easier, and no sales 
were made.

Democrats Were Beaten In Sewall's Own 
Ward-—State Representatives to Con- 
grees Re-elected by Big Majorities, 


Augusta, Me., Sept. 15.—Maine has fol- 
lowed the example of Vermont, and de- 
clared for the Republiegn ticket by the 
largest majority in her history. Ac- 
cording to the latest returns, the plu- 
rality for Powers (Rep.) for governor, 
will be about 50,000. 

Tom Reed is re-elected to the house by 
over 10,000 plurality. The returns show 
a majority of about 10,000 for Dingley, 
in the Second district; over 12,000 for 
Milliken, in the Third district, and 
practically the same for Boutelle, in the 
Fourth district, 


LLEWELLYN POWERS, 


The great surprise of the day is the 
lightness of the Democratic vote rather 
than that of the size of the Republicans, 
The managers of the successful party 
had shown by their efficient canvasses 
that, aided by Gold Bemocrats, they 
would get out a tremendous vote, but it 
was not expected by any one that a 
great mass of the Democratic voters 
would express their sentiments by stay- 
ing at home. But this is what they did. 
The whole Democratic showing at the 
polls is scarcely greater than that made 
in 1894, when, on account of their discon- 
tent they avowed their purpose of not 
voting. The aim, then, of the stay-at- 
homes was to express. dissatisfaction 
with Grover Cleveland. 

The shoe was on the other foot yester- 
day. The men who stayed away two 
years ago to spite the president went to 
the polls, but the other half of the De- 
mocracy religiously stayed away. Thus 
it has happened that in two elections 
only half a party has been in the field. 

As the Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor was swept into office on the crest 
of a tidal wave, so the state representa- 
tives to congress have been elected by 
majorities that for the moment seem to 
defy computation. 

In the counties the Republicans have 
elected the entire senate of 31 members, 
and the next house will be Republican by 
143 to 3. All county offices are elected in 
the whole 16 counties. t 

A great many large towns gained in 
proportion ‘to the cities, but, while’ ttfe 
Silver Democrats clafm that the cause 
has held its own in the country farming 
districts, it will be see that the vote of 
the cities, great as it is, does not ac- 
count for the unparalleled plurality of 
the gold vote. 

The streets of Bath were echoing with 
horns last night,for the Republicans had 
set out to give Arthur Sewall’s city a 
great send-off on election day, and the 
figures show that they lived up to thelr 
expectations. They cast the almost un- 
precédented vote of 1213, while the Dem- 
ocrats were depositing 434 ballots.
